EDITORIAL 
TERRORIST TACTICS IN TAXONOMY | 


Since recent events in Australian 
herpetology threaten the _ stability of all 
biological nomenclature it is imperative that the 
whole biological community be aware of what is 
happening and work towards control of the 
Situation. As mentioned later entomology may 
be next to be affected. 


Our system of classification and 
nomenclature of animals is a rather fragile and 
dynamic one, continually growing and evolving 
to accommodate new taxa and ideas. The 
protocol of priority of publication of taxonomic 


names gives much greater weight to the 
published word in taxonomy than in other 
disciplines (where outrageous work can be 


simply ignored or dismissed). It follows then 
that there must be some rational control on 
what gets into print if any semblance of 
Stability is to be preserved. Several such 
controls normally exist: 


(1) The International Code of Zoological] 
Nomenclature, This is the Code of 
procedure which binds all taxonomists. 
It consists of mandatory Rules 


(Articles) and non-compulsory 
Recommendations. The Rules alone are 


not very strict, and this is done 
purposefully to preserve the validity of 
the actions of well-meaning 
writing in past years when _ taxonomic 
procedures were not well defined. 
Modern authors would . be ethically 
expected to comply with both Rules and 
Recommendations, 


(ii) Editorial Policy. Most journals maintain 
high editorial standards outlined in 
their "Guide to Authors", These 
generally include some guidelines for 
taxonomic procedure. 


(iii) Refereeing. A cornerstone of modern 
scientific publication is the system of 
MS review where specialists in the field 
are allowed to assess MSS-~ under 
consideration for publication, 


(iv) Printin Costs. These have an 
inhibitory effect on authors who may 
wish to resort to private publication of 
MSS unacceptable to refereed journals. 
However, as modern printing costs fall 
this factor becomes less of an 
impediment to "rogue" authors. 


To the dismay of herpetologists around 
the world two large, privately-printed, 


authors. 


unrefereed papers have recently appeared 
(1984 and 1985), both co-authored by R.W. 
Wells and C.R. Wellington. These papers make 
a mockery of the Code's Rules and ignore its 
Recommendations. Both purport to revise the 
entire Australian reptile fauna adding no less 
than 470 species and 107 genera to the 
previously accepted fauna. Most names are 
introduced without diagnoses; many are 
erected on information in other people's work. 
No keys or illustrations are included and 
rarely are new taxa differentiated from related 
taxa. Considering the normal checks, 
mentioned above, against the issue of such 
publications one may very well ask how these 
have come into being. The tale is worth 
telling .... 


Several 
herpetologists 


years ago a group of Sydney 

formed the Australian 
Herpetologists League for the purpose of 
Starting a periodical called the Australian 
Journal of Herpetology. By virtue of the 
enrolment of its Editor, Richard Wells, in lst 
year of a B.Sc. at University of New England 
the periodical was able to use a University 
address, The first two issues of Aust. J. 
Herp. appeared in 1981 and contained a broad 
spectrum of conventional herpetology papers 
from both amateur and professional authors. 
Individuals and libraries from Australia and 
overseas subscribed giving it a financial base. 
An Editorial Board of three _ professional 
herpetologists, including Professor Heatwole 
from UNE, was formed to arrange reviewing of 
MSS before transmission to Editor Wells. Wells 
failed to complete his lst year B.Sc. and 
moved to Sydney, though continuing to use a 
UNE Post Box for his address. The journal 
failed to appear for two years though various 
processed MSS were sent to Wells. Then 
without warning in 1984 an enlarged 56 pp 
issue of Aust. J. Herp. appeared completely 
occupied by a paper entitled "A Synopsis of 
the Class Reptilia in Australia" authored by R. 
Wells and C.R. Wellington. It comprised a 
crude treatment of the entire reptile fauna 
with 33 new genera, 8 genera raised from 
Synonymy, 14 new species and 200 names 
raised to species rank or resurrected from 
synonymy. Instead of the Australian 
Herpetologists League, the issue was 
copyrighted to Australian Biological Services, 
an entity apparently under the sole control of 
Wells and Wellington, cited respectively as 
Managing Editor and Advertising Sales 
Manager. The Editorial Board resigned in 
protest at the appearance of this unrefereed 
paper. None of the MSS processed by the 
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Board has ever been published though 
information from at least one of them was used 
in Wells and Wellington's own paper. Requests 
to Wells for return of some of these MSS by 
their authors have been ignored. A unanimous 
vote at the AGM of the Australian Society of 
Herpetologists last year favoured seeking 
suppression of Wells and Wellington's 
(hereafter "WaW") paper by the International 
Commission; however it is clear that this will 
be no easy goal. Three Letters to the Editor 
in the latest issue of the international Herp. 
Kevicw 16(1): 4-7, by the resigned Editorial 
Board and Car! Gans, an eminent 
herpetologist, expose the actions of W&W and 
appeal for non-use of their nomenclature. 


Not to be deterred, WaW have _ just 
circulated a 2nd purported publication entitled 
"A Classification of the Amphibia and Reptilia 
of Australia". This runs to 98 pp. and treats 
the frogs in the same manner as the first 
paper, as well as "“re-revising" the reptiles. 
It describes 146 new species and erects 110 
more from synonymy; it describes no less than 
o7 new genera and raises 9 more _ from 
synonymy. A further step is the designation 
of lectotypes for 108 species. The status of 
this recent issue is unclear. Their first opus 
appeared in the properly-printed format of 
previous issues of Aust. J. Herp. This 
second one is marked Aust. J. Herp. Suppl. 
Ser. No. 1 and it bears the inscription 
"Published 1 March, 1985", but the only copies 
so far sighted are spiral bound photocopies of 
computer printout. Requests for original 
copies have been unanswered by its authors. 
The address of Wells in this issue has changed 
to a mythical "Australian Zoological Museum" at 
a P.O. Box in Katoomba. Wellington's address 
is given at nearby Blaxland High School where 
he teaches, 


A curious feature of their 2nd paper 
appears in its "References" where more than 
900 purported papers by W&W are cited as 
having been published since 1983 in Australian 
Herpetologist. These are systematically listed 
by titles and page numbers, many approaching 
100 pp. in length. Also a 10 volume work 
titled "The Herpetology of Australia" by Wells 
and Magnus Peterson is listed as "in press" 
with Australian Biological Services. Peterson 
is known to many museum entomologists for his 
interest in jewel beetles and dragonflies. The 
bizarre aspect of these listed publications is 


that they do not exist; Australian 
"nhantom" periodical, 


Hereptologist is a 
unknown to libraries. 

Throughout both publications a contrived 
patina of respectability is presented by 
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effusive acknowledgement to other Australian 
herpetologists for assistance, and by _ the 
ostentatious bestowal of patronymic. species 
names on everyone from the Prime Minister 
down - even Darth Vader scores a genus! 
The reality is that the papers were prepared 
in secrecy and published by deceit. Many of 
those acknowledged joined the motion seeking 
Suppression of W&W's work. 


Clearly much effort by W&W went into 
their contentious MSS, for both MSS 
methodically deal with the whole Australian 
reptile fauna, the 2nd _ also treating all 
Amphibia. One may very well ask: What are 
their motivations? and how did they accomplish 
blanket taxonomic coverage in such a large 
field? 


Their motivations are clear from. the 
Introduction to the first paper. They believe 
that "many species have their true identity 
masked by conservative taxonomic treatment, 
and are experiencing extensive loss of range" 
and thus "an urgent task is official recognition 
of their existence". "Effective environmental 
protection can only be enhanced if a region's 
biological diversity is recognised at its finest 
possible resolution" and they argue that "lack 
of detailed studies is no grounds for the 
widespread suppression of taxa ...". Theirs 
is thus a radical conservation ethic, not a 
desire for rational scientific enquiry. W&W 
believe that conservation can be enhanced by 
regarding every possible variant or disjunct 
population as a discrete species - and they set 
about achieving this end by stretching the 
International Code to the limits of absurdity. 


How they achieved this end with minimum 
effort is simply seen. It is no coincidence 
that their first paper appeared soon after 


r, 


issue of the first volume of ABRS's Zoological 
Catalogue of Australia which treats Reptilia 


and Amphibia. This volume does all the hard 
work. It lists all valid species and synonyms 
with bibliographic references to them all; it 


lists type localities with location and 
registration numbers of type specimens; it 
gives distribution of all species. Using 
modern computerised word processing 


techniques W&W accessed what they required of 
this extensive database. Then they reshuffled 
it to not only validate hundreds of 
long-synonymised names but also to recombine 
hundreds of names under their own 90 new 
renera. Further, by cleverly exploiting loop 
holes in the Code they have put names to 
scores of populations mentioned in _ other 
people's publications, often without even 
seeing specimens or giving a_ diagnosis. 
ABRS's dream that their expensive new 
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Zoological Catalogue series would facilitate and 
expedite taxonomic research in Australia has 


been turned into a nightmare. The Bureau of 
Flora and Fauna, perhaps more than any other 
group, must concern itself at these events. 
The quality of WalW's taxonomy is 
unforgiveably poor, as has been documented 
by herpetologists King and Miller in Herp. 
Review 16(1): 4-5. If it is to be accepted into 
the herpetological literature then the whole 
rational contribution of the Zoological Catalogue 
will be negated, and_ the urden on 
conventional taxonomists’ to rectify the 
situation will be quite intolerable. Some of 
WaW's techniques of exploiting the Code are 
worth itemising, because they point to the 


need to tighten up the Code in some respects 
(SEE APPENDIX). 


What of the future? WaW provide a 
similarly constructed "Synopsis of the Amphibia 
and Reptilia of New Zealand" at the rear of 
their 2nd Australian opus. They cite a similar 
synopsis of the New Guinea reptiles as "in 
press" and refer to a world review of reptiles 
and amphibia as being "in preparation". They 
have given notice of their intention of treating 
Australian fish in the same manner when the 


relevant Zoological Catalogue appears_ soon. 
With their obvious determination, their 
superficial methodology and their trusty 


computer these aims are probably achievable. 
Their task has been greatly simplified by the 
new 3rd Edition of the Code which permits 
photocopying as a valid means of taxonomic 
publication from the beginning of 1986. This 
removes any economic impediment from their 
activity. 


Can entomology become involved? There 
is a very real danger that W&W's activities are 
about to spread to insects. It is known that 
W&W are attempting to establish an 
"alternative" periodical to be titled Australian 
Journal of Natural History under their 
Australian Biological Services umbrella. The 
Editor may be a botanist 
with an interest in Coleoptera, especially jewel 
beetles. Numerous approaches to amateurs 
have been made soliciting MSS for this 
periodical with promises that they would be 
free of "repressive refereeing" by 
professionals. At present "Aust. J. nat, 
liist." is in the same "phantom" category as 


Australian Herpetologist" having been cited bu 
not sighted, e.g. by Hawkeswood in 


Aust. ent. Mag. 12(2): 28 as well as in WaW's 
second MS. Gonglderiag disputes which have 
occurred in areas of jewel beetle taxonomy 


there is a strong likelihood that Aust. J. nat. 


Hist. and others of WaW's publishing 
enterprises may provide outlets for 
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entomological material unacceptable elsewhere, 


What can be done? It is imperative that 
legitimate Australian herpetologists proceed 
with a carefully and fully documented case to 
the International Commission for suppression of 
the W&W papers. In the meantime it is 
extremely unwise to use any of the new 
nomenclature proposed by W&W. There are 
precedents where demonstrably mischievous 
publications are ignored, even in the absence 
of formal suppression. But unity and resolve 
are essential. And it is imperative that the 
wider biological community recognizes’ the 
importance of these events, discusses them, 
and seeks solutions. This apphes, not least, 
to entomologists.

APPENDIX: TECHNIQUES OF INSTANT 
TAXONOMY 
(i) New taxa without diarnoses, 


Numerous new species and genera are named 
by W&W without presenting any diagnostic 
information themselves but merely refering to 
illustrations or statements in other 
publications. For instance, Covacevich (1984) 
described Leiolopisma jigguru sp.n. based on 
several specimens in the Queensland Museum. 
She does not imply that it is discrete from all 
its congeners. W&W make it the type species 
of a new monotypic genus by the following 
bald statement: "Diagnosis: At present 
regarded as a monotypic genus confined to 
north-east Queensland. The description of 
Leiolopisma peueeu by Covacevich (1984) is 
adequate to diagnose the genus. Oviparous". 
They did not see specimens. Scores of taxa 
are erected in this way which is marginally 
legitimate because Article 13(a)(ii) allows a 
"bibliographic reference" to a "published 
Statement" as diagnosis of a new name. 
However those names of W&W which are based 
solely on reference to a photograph (e.¢. 
Lissolepis aquarius) are clearly invalid. 


(ii) New taxa without seeing the type. 
Waw Seal enatamnanvamholsts pana rammabincunt 
collections, often citing Registration Numbers. 
It should not be assumed that they saw these 
specimens at the time of their description and 
indeed it is clear that often they never sighted 
the specimen nominated as_ Holotype. For 
instance, Czechura (1983) records the NG 
monitor Varanus prasinus from Cape York on 
the basis of 3 specimens in the Queensland 
Museum and cites their Registration Numbers. 
WaW cite one of them as holotype of a new 
species, without having seen any of the three 
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specimens. Access to Australian Museum 
Registration Numbers was gained during former 
periods of volunteer work by Wells in that 
institution - many are now cited as holotypes. 
When WaW have not been able to get precise 
details of potential holotypes they knew to be 
in certain collections they cite them in a 
general way, e.g. Tympanocryptis telecom; 
"HT - an adult specimen in the Australian 
National Wildlife Collection collected on Black 
Mountain by CSIRO staff": Tropicochelymys 
goodei, "HT - an adult in the Australian 
Museum. Collected along the Jardine River, 
Cape York £Peninsula". W&W have not 
attempted to label their nominated holotypes as 
Such. The Code does not make it mandatory 
for an author to see or label the holotypes he 
designates. 


(iii) Holotypes in Private Collections. 
W&W lodge a number of their holotypes in their 
private collection under the title, "Australian 
Zoological Museum". The Code only 
recommends that types be lodged in official 
museums, 


(iv) Lectotype Designations. Lectotype 
designation is a critical nomenclatural action 
roverned by the Code which requires that a 
particular specimen be _— specified. WaW 
designate more than 100 in Museums around 
the world. It is clear that W&W have not 
examined syntypic series but merely quote 
registration numbers selected from the 
Zoological Catalogue. When several identically 
labelled syntypes were available in an overseas 
Museum they use the ploy of nominating "the 
largest" specimen to conceal the fact that they 
have not been directly examined. The authors 
have not attempted to label the designated 
Lectotypes, in contravention of Code 
recommendations. 


(v) Status changes without justification, 
Wa&W raise more than 380 names to species rank 
from synonymy or from_ subspecies rank. 
Though ethical practice demands justification of 
such acts W&W carry them out by mere 
proclamation, e.g. "We herein resurrect from 
synonymy ...". Such wholesale superficial 
procedure would not be tolerated in 
conventional periodicals, but is not, per se, 
prevented by the Code. 


(vi) Nomenclatural triviality and 
fickleness. e personal polemics of the 
authors are incorporated into the names of 
many of their new taxa (Licentia - "freedom to 
do as one pleases"; Phthanodon - "to 
anticipate or do first"; Cotundo - "to crush"; 
Anepischetos - "unrestrained"; Libertadictus - 


"devoted to freedom"; Solvonemesis - "to set 
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free the goddess of retributive justice”). 
Their fickleness is shown by the fact that 
their 2nd "revision", appearing only 1 year 


after their 1st, describes 38 extra reptile 
genera. At least 5 genera synonymised in 
their lst paper are raised again in the 2nd. 
Only stringent editorial standards can protect 
taxonomy from such irrational behaviour - the 
Code provides no defence.

A Report on the 16th AGM and 
Conference of the Australian Entomological 
Society, held at the University of Tasmania, 


Hobart, 26-29 May, 1985. 


Local members of the Society welcomed a 
total of 90 delegates to Hobart, including 17 
students, for the 16th AGM and Conference. 
All states and territories were represented as 
follows: 16 from each of Tasmania, the ACT 
and Queensland, 14 from New South Wales, 14 
from South Australia, 11 from Victoria, 2 from 
the Northern Territory and 1 from Western 
Australia. In total 48 papers and 14 posters 
on a wide variety of topics were presented. 
Delegates were accommodated in Christ College, 
a student residential facility reached by an 
invigorating walk uphill from the conference 
venue. Not only were minds exercised at this 
meeting! 


Proceedings began with a buffet meal on 
the evening of Saturday 25 May. The 
Conference was officially launched by Prof. 
Alex Lazenby, Vice Chancellor of § the 
University of Tasmania, on Sunday morning. 
Session 1 occupied the whole day _ = and 
comprised 15 papers within the ambit of 
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THE HOBART CONFERENCE ORGANIZING COMMITTEE 


"Systematics, Morphology and Conservation". 
Prof. Ian Thornton presented a _— most 
interesting keynote speech, "Krakatoa 
Revisited", which reviewed entomological 


endeavours on that famous island. 


Following the evening meal, two guest 
speakers addressed an informal gathering of 
delegates. Dr Jamie Kirkpatrick, Senior 
Lecturer in Geography, spoke on "Natural 
habitats in Tasmania" followed by Mr Geoff 
Law, Projects Officer for the Australian 
Conservation Foundation who presented a 
Superb audiovisual account of Tasmanian 
Wilderness. The audience responded with a 
generous donation which will be used to help 
promote the non-timber values of forests. 


Session 2 on Monday morning comprised 8 
papers addressing "Aspects of insect and 
animal interactions". The opening talk had 
delegates squirming in their seats as Dr John 
Goldschmid ranged widely over "The enigma of 
clinical entomology".

Here, 
delegates took time to examine the Nothofagus 
rainforests complete with huon pine trees and 
leeches. Following a barbeque lunch we 
proceeded to the Hartz Mountains National 
Park. Happily, the forecast afternoon rain did 
not eventuate and fine views were to be had in 
all directions. While local members tried to 
paint a verbal picture of the summertime 
richness of the insect fauna, sceptical visitors 
searched largely in vain for examples. 


Wednesday was devoted to 15 papers

Federation of

As a reaction to the budgetary cuts, a 
proposal generated by several informal 
meetings of society representatives came to 
fruition at the Academy of Science on 16 April. 
This meeting, at which 52 of the 67 societies 
invited were represented, established an 
Interim Federation Committee to prepare for a 
further meeting to establish a formal 
Federation. The primary objectives of the 
Federation would be to: 


facilitate discussions within the scientific 
and technological community concerning 
matters of common interest, 


- enhance communication between the 
scientific and technological community and 
rovernment, and 


ensure understanding among the 
Australian public of the work done within 
the scientific and technological community 
on behalf of the nation. 


This Society was represented at the 
meeting by the Secretary, deputizing for the 
President. 


Subscriptions for 1986 


In view of the satisfactory financial status 
of the Society, as revealed in the Treasurer's 
and Business Manager's Reports, the Executive 
recommends that subscription rates continue at 
1985 levels. 


TREASURER'S REPORT 


The year 1984 has been a very demanding 
and yet rewarding one as far as the finances 
of the Society are concerned. As the attached 
audited accounts show, the Society was in a 
very sound financial situation as at 3] 
December 1984 and there is no reason to 
assume that this state of affairs will not 
continue into 1985 and beyond. 


A concerted effort was made to recoup 
subscriptions in arrears for both 1984 and 1983 
and this proved successful to the extent that, 
as at 31 December 1984, only 15 members had 
not paid their subscription for 1984 and 1983 
(and were subsequently removed under Clause 
21(c) of the Constitution) and 34 had not paid 
for 1984. The Sustaining Associates were 
approached regarding their outstanding yearly 
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contributions and the Society thanks them for 
their prompt payment of arrears. This 
resulted in a cash balance in the General 
Account of $15,345 oat the end of 1984 
compared with $9,952 at the end of 1983. 


The Business Manager undertook an 
equally rigorous campaign to recoup arrears 
owed to the Publications Account in the form 
of subscriptions and reprint sales. His efforts 
were such that the cash balance in that 
account at the end of 1984 was $17,196 
compared with $4,294 at the end of 1983. 
There can be no doubt that the decision to 
introduce page charges was a correct one 458 
this has stabilised the Publications Account 
and allowed for the production of realistic 
budgets from year to year. The journal 
deficit for 1984 was only $4,806 or about 25% 
of the projected general Society income and 
this is the expected figure for 1985 based on 
current estimates. 


News Bulletin production cost $3,138 for 
1984 or approximately 17% of the projected 
general Society income and this included the 
printing of the Constitution and By-Laws in 
the November issue. This figure is expected 
to remain much the same for 1985, given that 
the February issue had a printout of all 
Society members and their addresses included. 


The other major expense that the Society 
had is that of the salary of the Editorial 
Assistant, without whose help the Journal 
production would be very difficult. The 
salary paid in 1984 was $4,228 or about 23% of 
projected general Society income and no great 
increase is expected in this amount for 198), 
although the Executive has agreed that this 


salary will rise in line with any increase 
granted in National Wage Cases. 

With these projections in mind, the 
General Account should have an_ operating 


surplus of in excess of $3,000 for 1985. 


During the year, our’ two _ Interest 
Bearing Deposits with the Commonwealth Bank 
were varied to allow for a higher interest rate 
to be applied to some of the money invested. 
At the start of the year, we had two Interest 
Bearing Deposits, one for $7,000 at 11.25% 
interest with that interest being paid back into 
the general account and one for $10,000 at 
10.75% interest, that interest being added back 
onto the capital. At the end of 1984, we had 
one Interest Bearing Deposit with the 
Commonwealth Bank of $10,000 at 10.75% 
interest, that interest being paid back into the 
General Account, and a deposit of $10,000 with 
the Laboratories Co-operative Ltd at 13.5% 
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interest, this interest to be added to the 
capital and reinvested. Together with the 
$5,000 Interest Bearing Deposit associated with 
the Publications Account, Society investments 
totalled $25,000 at the end of 1984. 


This year saw the purchase of 15 
Mackerras Medals at a cost of $2,776 (and the 
presentation of the first award to Dr J.A.L. 
Watson) and this was paid for out of money 
from the Mackerras Medal Fund, set up for 
just this purpose. These medals will last the 
Society for at least 28 years, with the only 
ongoing expenses being engraving of each 
medal before being awarded. Consequently, 
the Executive decided to make the balance in 
the Mackerras Medal Fund Account up to $500, 
the interest earned on this being more than 
enough to cover the costs of engraving in 
years to come, 


The transfer of auditors from Crichton in 
Melbourne to Duesburys in Canberra has 
proved an entirely satisfactory one and having 
an auditor in the same town has given an ease 
of access denied in the past few years. Our 
dealings with them have been such that I have 
no hesitation in recommending the appointment 
of Duesburys, Chartered Accounts, of 
Canberra as auditors of the Socicty for the 
year ending 31 December 1985. 


Finally, I would like to thank the News 
Bulletin Editor for his help in correcting the 
many errors in the membership list and 
assisting in the sending out of subscription 
reminders and renewal notices, and _ the 
Business Manager for his efforts in putting the 
Publications Account on the right track again. 
Without their help, we would not be in the 
sound state that we are in at this time. 
Thanks are also due to the Assistant 
Treasurer for his help in many small matters 


and for assuming the role of Treasurer while I 
was on holidays, 


I look to the future with confidence.

institutional support. Mr McQuillan proposed 


an award for. scientific illustrations’ to 
encourage artists in this field. Dr Exley 
suggested that free membership might be 


offered to members who became unemployed. 
Dr Houston warned that the Society should 
retain substantial funds to meet increasing 
costs. Dr Madden, however, considered that a 
considerable proportion of reserve funds could 
be used for a scheme, e.g. sale of sets of 


colour slides, which would itself generate 
income. Mr Weir, as Treasurer, remarked that 
care should be taken until the Society's 


position in regard to income tax became known 
with certainty. At the present time there was 
a possibility that profits might be taxable at 
the rate of 46¢ in the dollar. Dr Amos 
supported caution in this respect. Dr Carne, 
as Secretary, recommended holding substantial 
reserves, as these would be needed to delay 
the necessity for increases of subscription to 
meet inevitably rising costs, particularly for 


publication. The whole matter was referred to 
Council at its 30th meeting for further 
consideration.

Mr McQuillan gave a brief report on 
behalf of the Committee (Dr J.L. Madden, Mrs 
M.A. Williams, Mr R.G. Williams and Mr Rk.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Sir, 


At the recent Annual Meeting of the 
Society in Hobart, a paper was read in which 
certain details of the experiments reported 
were not revealed. For any serious 
understanding of the validity or relevance of 
the work described it was essential that these 
details be Known, but a request for that 
information resulted only in the reply that the 
author was not prepared to disclose any 
further information. 


I believe there are serious’ problems 
related to secrecy developing in science. As 
the struggle for precedence intensifies, as the 
need for grants-in-aid of research increases, 
and as the use of the results of research for 
commercial purposes leads to financial gain for 
both institutions and individuals, the open 
discussion of research plans and results is 
being stultified. It is my view that this 
attitude, already almost universal in those 
branches of science related to warfare, will 
have deleterious effects on the progress of 
science, for it prevents the constructive 
criticism on which science depends. 


In our Society such matters may seen of 
little moment, for few of us are at the 
forefront of scientific progress, but the 
refusal to provide essential information, at the 
very least wastes the time of those members 
present, and in my view also offers them a 
gratuitous insult. I hope the Council, and the 
oganisers of future meetings, will do what they 
can to see that all papers offered for 
presentation are open for discussion and will 
warn authors that they should be prepared for 
full disclosure, or refrain from submitting 
half-secret manuscripts.

CSIRO Division of Entomology 


We were all much saddened by the death 
of Roger Bartell, on May 22nd. George 
Rothschild provides an obituary for Roger 
elsewhere in the Bulletin. In mid-May, Michael 
Schwarz, of Monash University, gave a talk on 
macrocephaly in halictine bees. Later in May, 
a number of members of the Division attended 
the A.G.M. in Hobart. These included George 
Rothschild, Tom Weir, Phil Carne, Rod Mahon, 
Tim Woodburn, and Joanne Daly. Also in late 
May, the Stored Grain Research Laboratory 
played host to a delegation of scientists and 
engineers from the Peoples Republic of China. 
Staff from SGRL presented seminars on various 
aspects of the control of insect pests of stored 


rrain. Max Whitten, Richard Milner, Reg 
Roberts and David Briese crossed the Tasman 
to attend the 4th Australasian Conference on 
Grassland Invertebrate Ecology, held in 
Christchurch. This was held in late May, as 
was the ACIAR-sponsored workshop- on 
controlling stored product pests. Divisional 
members to attend this workshop included 
Jonathon Banks, Peter Annis, Jim 
Desmarchelier, Jan van Graver, and Colin 
Waterford. The workshop was organized by 
Bruce Champ. 


Bary Moore spent June in Sulawesi, as a 
member of the Project Wallace expedition. 
Barry's time was spent on work relating to his 
interests in oriental intrusions into’ the 
Australian insect fauna. Barry has decided to 
retire from full-time research, probably 
towards the end of the year, and a profile of 
his career will appear in the next issue of the 
Bulletin. 


Towards the end of June, Peter Williams 
and Mike Wegecsanyi, of the Victorian Plant 
Protection Institute, at Burnley, visited the 
Division to have discussions on aspects of 
cockchafer biology and insecticide resistance, 
respectively. During June, members of the 
Stored Grain Research Liaison committee 
gathered in Canberra to discuss the research 
programme put forward by the SGRL. Later 
in June, SGRL was visited by Dr Ho of the 
Ministry of Trade in Singapore. Dr Ho was 


mainly interested in the control of stored 
product pests by means- of controlled 
atmospheres. At the beginning of July, SGRL 


played host to a group of students taking part 
in an ADAB-sponsored training course on 
stored product pest management. The 
students, from the Indian sub-continent, spent 
a week in Canberra (during which the 
temperature dropped to below - 5°C!) during 
which time they received a large number of 
lectures on various biological and 
methodological topics. 


The large and important collection of 
insects amassed by Mr Jack Macqueen (Gus 
Macqueen's father) of Toowoomba, has been 
transferred to the ANIC. See elsewhere in 
this Bulletin for details of the collection. 


Marianne’ Horak, who has_~ recently 
returned from Sulawesi, has been awarded the 
prize 'Pro Systematica Entomologica' by the 
Swiss Entomological Society. This was awarded 
in respect of two of her papers: 


Assessment of taxonomically significant 
structures in Torticinae (Lep., 
Tortricidae). Mitt. Schw. Entomol. Ges. 
97: 3-64 (1984). 


The Papuan tortricine genus 
Heterochorista and the systematic position 
of the Sparganothini: (Lep., Torticidae). 
Syst. Ent. 9: 383-433 (1984). 


Marianne collected Tortricidae and 
microlepidoptera in northern Sulawesi while she 


was there on a Project Wallace Expedition. 
She will be identifying this material and 
pursuing her interests in biogeography of this 
area. Already she has made the interesting 
observation that some of the same species that 
occur in the mountains of New Guinea are 
represented in her collection from northern 
Sulawesi. 


Visitors to the Lepidoptera Section have 
included Graham Goodyer of BCRI, Rydalmere, 
who was examining noctuid larvae and Tim New 


of LaTrobe University, who spent a week 
studying specimens in preparation for his 
planned popular guide to Lepidoptera of 
Victoria. John Dugdale, DSIR, New Zealand, 


spent two weeks in the Division. He discussed 
the hepialids, the subject of a forthcoming 
volume in the NZ faunal series, with Ebbe 
Nielsen and tortricids with Marianne Horak and 
the pheromone group. He also presented an 
interesting talk on the New Zealand Arthropod 
Collection, 


The Coleoptera section had two visitors. 
Dan Sumlin, of San Antonio, Texas spent three 
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weeks collecting Nickerlea and other tiger 
beetles in WA and SA, studying collections 
here. Lesley Ballantyne of Wagga continued 
her studies of Lampyridae. In late July, John 
Lawrence will commence a study trip of major 
beetle collections in the US and Canada. 


As part of a survey of aphids as vectors 
of plant disease by CSIRO, Plant Industry, 
Paul Jupp has commenced work at ANIC 
identifying aphids from collections from oat and 
wheat fields in south east Australia.

Last month with the help of Telecom, 
John French and collearues hooked up a 
termite mound with its own telephone! 
Thermocouples from the Coptotermes lacteus 
mound are connected to a data logger, which 
is linked to a modem and the telephone line. 
On dialling the termites' own number from 
headquarters at Highett (140 km from the 
forest study area), the temperature data may 
be dumped onto a microcomputer and stored on 
disc. Temperatures are measured every 15 
minutes, and a week's’ information may be 
‘dumped' in minutes. Storage and retrieval 
operations are fast and simple. Later, in order 
to collect alates, a light will be also installed 
at the mound, This light, too, will be 
operated via the telephone line. Anyone 
wanting technical information with regards the 
installation of such 'remote' systems, please 
call John French.

Roger Bartell was born at Harrow in the 
UK and studied zoology at St John Cass 
College (University of London) receiving a 
B.Se. Honours degree in 1963. He then 
embarked upon a Ph.D. at Imperial College 
(University of London), studying among other 
topics the response of crepuscular and 
nocturnal Lepidoptera to light sources. It was 
during this time that he developed his 
interests in insect behaviour, which provided a 
foundation for his research in Australia. 


Upon completing his Ph.D. in 1966, Roger 
was appointed to the CSIRO Division of 
Entomology in Canberra where he launched the 
Division's program of research on insect sex 
pheromones. 


Soon after his appointment, Roger 
selected the lightbrown apple moth, Epiphyas 
postvittana, as his main experimental insect 
because of its economic importance and its 
suitability for laboratory experimentation. His 
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early work was concerned with the refinement 
of existing bioassay procedures to make them 
more amenable to replication, and hence more 
quantitative. The value of the improvement in 
bioassay techniques became apparent in his 
early papers concerned with the effects of age 
and time of day on the responsiveness of male 
moths to the female sex pheromone. His 
expertise with bioassays played a key role in 
the identification of the components of the sex 
pheromone of this moth. In collaboration with 
Divisional colleagues, he established that there 
were two major -components of the sex 
pheromone, but that neither alone elicited the 
"close-range" behaviour of the males and, in a 
very elegant piece of work, determined the 
ratio of these compounds which was maximally 
stimulating. This work represented a major 
contribution to pheromone research. Workers 
elsewhere, when attempting to establish the 
optimal ratio of pheromone components for 
other insects, varied both the absolute and 
relative quantities of the components 
simultaneously, the total amount of material 
being held constant. The results of such 
experiments are equivocal in that their 
interpretation rests on the assumption that the 
ratio of the components is much more important 
than their absolute amounts. Roger, together 
with Tom Bellas, in a _ well-designed and 
comprehensive series of experiments 
established a "response surface" that covered 
a wide range of absolute quantities of two 
identified components of the sex pheromone of 
lightbrown apple moth. The response surface 
and the associated model also provided a 
statistical basis for comparison with other 
species which use blends of two or more 
compounds in their pheromones. Such 
comparisons had hitherto not been possible. 


Roger's expertise in interpreting 
laboratory bioassays also led to the discovery 
that the pheromone secretions of certain 
important species contained active compounds 
in addition to those already identified. During 
a visit in 1971 to the laboratory of Professor 
Wendell Roelofs at Geneva, New York, USA, he 
demonstrated that an extract from the 


‘ pheromone gland of females of the redbanded 


leafroller moth was much more stimulating to 
males than was the single identified compound. 
Subsequent investigations by Professor Roelofs 


and his co-workers led to an_ ultimately 
successful search for the additional 
components. A similar series of experiments 


conducted by Roger revealed the presence of 
additional important compounds in the _ sex 
pheromone secretion of the major cosmopolitan 
fruit pest, the codling moth. This discovery 
provided workers on codling moth around the 
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world with a reason for the unpredictable 
results of their field trials, which had been 
based on the use of a commercial synthetic 
preparation of a single component as a control 
technique. 


Perhaps of even greater significance than 
these substantial contributions was Roger's 
classical research designed to establish the 
behavioural bases for the so-called "disruption 
technique" using pheromones for pest 
population control. In the early 1960's it was 
suggested that control of some pest species 
might be achieved if pheromone communication 
between the two sexes, and hence mating, 
could be prevented by permeating the 
atmosphere with relatively high concentrations 
of pheromone. Results of field trials on the 
efficacy of this technique have ranged from 
success to failure. Roger recognised at an 
early stage that the behavioural basis for 
disruption was almost certainly very complex 
and that chances of practical application of the 
method would be greatly enhanced if more 
information was available as to the behavioural 
mechanisms involved in pheromone 
communication and the precise way in which a 
high background concentration of pheromone 
might interfere with these mechanisms. 
Roger's major contribution was to study at 
great. depth the effects of exposure to 
pheromone on the subsequent responsiveness 
of male moths to pheromonal stimulation. His 
experiments, utilising the lightbrown apple 
moth, demonstrated clearly that responsiveness 
in male Lepidoptera was very _ substantially 
reduced by previous exposure to pheromone 
even if this was terminated an hour or more 
before assay. The results allowed clear 
differentiation of the effects of adaptation of 
the sensory receptors, which is a quickly 
reversible process, from the long lasting 
habituative effects in the central nervous 
system. This work led to collaborative work 
with Eric Rumbo linking the behavioural and 
electrophysiological aspects of the research. 
Roger firmly established that habituation plays 
a role in the disruption of pheromone-mediated 
behaviour and, at a more practical level, that 
pheromone released into the atmosphere prior 
to the time of day at which the insect becomes 
sexually active can cause a reduction in the 
level of sexual responsiveness displayed. He 
also demonstrated that insects previously 
exposed to pheromone showed, in subsequent 


bioassay, a maximum response at a _ higher 
pheromone concentration than insects’ which 
had not experienced previous exposure. 
Roger's pioneering investigations’ greatly 
advanced understanding of the _ disruption 
Phenomenon, and_ gained him _ international 


recognition in this area. 
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Roger was invited to 
present keynote papers at virtually all 
international conferences on behaviour over the 
past decade and a half. 


Roger also made substantial contributions 
in other areas of the Division's research 
programs. In collaboration with others, he 
undertook important work in the 
pheromone-mediated behaviour of the 
Australian sheep blowfly and on _ factors 
controlling sexual receptivity of females of this 
species. He also collaborated with Bob Taylor 
in behavioural studies on navigation in the 
"fossil" ant, Nothomyrmecia macrops. 


Roger's expertise as a scientist extended 
well beyond his own area of research. He 
played a crucial role in introducing computer 
technology into the  £Division's’ research 
programs, which even extended to building his 
own complex hardware systems - a formidable 
task for anyone, but the sort of challenge that 
Roger enjoyed. 


He was also a fine artist and examples of 
his illustrations can be seen in the book on 
the reptiles on the south-east Australian high 
country of which he was a joint author with 
Rob Jenkins. 


Roger enjoyed collaborative work and 
those who had the privilege to work with him 
found his incisive mind and ability to rapidly 
get to the centre of a problem tremendously 
stimulating. Equally important were _ his 
wonderful wit and humour which kept all of his 
colleagues entertained particularly those who 
perhaps took their research too seriously. 


Roger played a major role in_ public 
discussions on environmental and conservation 
issues and was a founding member of the 
society for Social Responsibility in Science in 
the ACT, 


In the last few years, Roger continued 
with tremendous courage to work as 
enthusiastically as ever despite the increasing 
handicap of cancer. This was no doubt also 
due to the encouragement and _ support 
provided by his wife, Barbara and their three 
children, Gavin, Joanne and Nichola.

MACQUEEN INSECT COLLECTION 


The collection of Lepidoptra and 
Coleoptera made over a period of some 63 
years by Mr Jack Macqueen of Rowbotham 
Street, Toowoomba, Q., has been donated to 
the Commonwealth to form part of the 
Australian National Insect Collection at the 
CSIRO Division of Entomology at Canberra. 
The collection was packed and transferred to 
Canberra in May by Ebbe Nielsen and Ray 
McInnes. 


The collection is in immaculate condition 
and includes about 24,500 Lepidoptera and 
6,750 Coleoptera, well mounted and labelled. 
Mr Macqueen has been especially interested in 
butterflies and buprestid beetles, and _ his 
collection contains nearly 15,000 butterflies 
(including some 6,000 Lycaenidae) and a fine 
representation of Australian Buprestidae. He 
specialized in the family Lycaenidae and his 
collection of these is almost unrivalled by other 
private collections in Australia. Much of the 
collection was made in the Millmerran district 
of southern Queensland, where Mr Macqueen 
began farming in 1922 and where he lived until 
his retirement in Toowoomba in 1967. Since 
then he collected actively in the Toowoomba 
district, and also in other’ parts’. of 
Queensland, including Iron Range. He also 
exchanged specimens with many well known 
collectors in other parts of Australia. 


We estimate that about one-third of the 
collection represents rare species and about 5 
per cent very rare. It includes excellent 
series of such species as Hypochrysops cyane 
and H. piceatus, which were first reared by 
Mr Macqueen, and paratypes of a number of 
Australian butterflies and the castniid moth 
Synemon wulwulam Angel. It is of interest to 
note that the collection also contains many of 
the butterflies collected and reared by the late 


Dre Ores Ledward at Burleigh Heads, 
Queensland, including the first reared 
specimens of several species such_- as 
Acrodipsas illidgei, Pseudodipsas cephenes, 


and Hypochrysops epicurus. 


The moth collection also contains many 
interesting species and is the only major 
collection made by a resident collector in the 
Brigalow areas of southern Queensland. Mr 
Macqueen provided type material for at least 
one genus and a number of species of moths 
described by the late Dr A.J. Turner. The 
holotypes retained by Turner were usually the 
sole representatives of these species in the 
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ANIC, Since their descriptions 
published, however, Mr 
accumulated many more specimens of these 
poorly known species in his’ collection. 
Notable amongst these are Crexa macqueeni, 
Nataxa amblopis (including the “previously 
unknown males), Anthela xanthocera, Xyleutes 
amphiplecta, Thalaina (Macqueenia) chionoptila, 
Phrataria valbum, and Zonopetala propria. Of 
special interest is a pair of the oecophorid 
Zelotechna hirax Meyrick, described in 1882 
from a single specimen from Sydney, now in 
the British Museum (Natural History).

Scientifically, the Macqueen collection is 
one of the most valuable yet donated to the 
ANIC, Over the years it has _ provided 
specimens and life history information for many 
entomological papers, and for both G.A. 
Waterhouse's "What Butterfly is That?" and 
Common and Waterhouse's "Butterflies of 
Australia", No doubt it will continue to play 
an important part in _ building up our 
knowledge of the Australian insect fauna.

A NEW 
INSECTS OF AUSTRALIA’ 


The original "Insects of Australia" was 
published by Melbourne University Press in 
1970, and its "Supplement" in 1974. The first 
edition will be out of print within several 
years, and it has been decided to prepare a 
revised 2nd edition, hopefully to be published 
in late 1988, the Bicentenary year. 


An Editorial Committee has been formed 
within the CSIRO Division of Entomology in 
Canberra. Dr Max Whitten, Chief of the 
Division, is its Chairman, Dr Phil Carne is 
Co-ordinator, Dr Bob Taylor is a General 
Editor and Drs John Lawrence, Ian Naumann 
and Ebbe Nielsen are Taxonomie Editors. The 
late Dr Roger Bartell was appointed as a 
second General Editor, but his successor has 
not yet been found. ’ 


Some 40 specialists in Australia and 
overseas have been invited to revise the 
general and taxonomic chapters. With very 
few exceptions those approached have accepted 
the invitation enthusiastically. 


Melbourne University Press has agreed to 
publish the 2nd edition as a single volume. A 
dummy mock-up of the book has some 1200 
Slightly larger pages (279 x 216 mm) and 
weighs in at 3.2 kg.

STUDY 


Following the production of the first 
section of the Zoological Catalogue of Australia 
covering taxa of interest to entomologists, I 
thought it would be of interest to members of 


our Society to learn a little more about the 
Catalogue project. 


The Catalogue project is being 
co-ordinated by the staff of the Bureau of 
Flora and Fauna, Canberra, us part of the 
Australian Biological Resources Study (ABRS)., 
An objective of the ABRS is the production of 
a systematic series of handbooks” on the 
taxonomy and distribution of Australia's fauna 
and flora. 


Consistent with this aim, the Catalogue is 
being developed as a concise, computer-based 
data bank consisting of current taxonomic and 
other biological information on each species in 
the Australian fauna. The information will be 
available to all interested in such information, 
firstly in book form and, ultimately, also by 
direct access to the database. There will be 
some seventy volumes in the book form of the 
Catalogue, with each volume treating a discrete 
Santhoars the fauna. 


The Catalogue will cite every named 


animal species known to occur in Australia 
(including territories and waters under 
Australian control). The species will be 


arranged in family units. Information on each 
species will include: a currently accepted 
synonymy (with literature citation for the 
synonomy, the location and status of type 
material and the type locality for each available 
name in the synonomy), 4&4 brief summary of 
the species' known geographical distribution 
and ecological attributes, and _ introductory 
references to available literature on such 
topics as ecology, physiology, genetics and 
alternative taxonomic arrangements. A series 
of geographical and ecological key search terms 
has been developed that will allow searches of 
the database to be made by taxon, and by the 
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area, habitat and life history attributes of a 
species, 


The establishment, management and 
updating of a database containing information 
on more than 100,000 species in 4,000 families 
IS a complex task and a special system has 
been designed for the purpose. The data is 
prepared by the author of a section by filling 
out data sheets supplied by the Bureau. 
Finding all of the necessary information has 
proved, in the experience of all the authors 
presently involved, a very demanding task. 
All sections of the Catalogue are refereed by 
overseas and Australian referees as they ure 
completed. 


The compilation and updating of the 
Catalogue is an on-going process. Lack of 
current information for a particular group of 
animals is not regarded by the Bureau as a 
deterrent to completion of the relevant section 
of the Catalogue. In fact the contrary is 
true, as overseas experience has shown that 
greatly increased taxonomic research follows 
the publication of a quality checklist of 
available information. 


Further information on the process of 
preparation of the Catalogue can be obtained 
from the Director, Bureau of Flora and Fauna, 
G.P.O. Box 1383, Canberra. 


Three volumes of the Catalogue have been 
published to date. These cover the Amphibia 
and Reptilia (Volume 1), Hymenoptera 
(Formicoidea, Sphecoidea and Vespoidea; 
Volume 2), and Arachnida (Mygalomorphae, 
Araneomorphae (part), Pseudoscorpionida, 
Amblypygi and _  Palpigradi; Volume ___—°3+). 
Sections in preparation include; Mammalia, 
Pisces (2 volumes), Coleoptera (2 volumes), 
Ilymenoptera (second volume), Small Orders of 
Insects (Part 1), freshwater Mollusca, 
Crustacea (Part 1), Porifera and .Cephalapoda 
(Part). The Catalogue is published by the 
Australian Government Publishing Service and 
copies may be obtained from the Service's 
bookshops or by mail order from AGP5, 
G.P.O. Box 84, Canberra.
